CARVER Stated he met with Mr. THOMAS FROUGE, 
Chairman of the Board, The Frouge Corporation, in March, 
1966. CARVER said to the best of his recollections, FROUGE 
went to the Secretary's Office but was" bucked down" to 
CARVER by the Secretary. CARVER was unable to recall whether 
DODD or anyone else was with FROUGE when he came to CARVER 's 
Office. 

CARVER said FROUGE *s principal complaint was that 
some of the opposition to his Marincello development was the 
result of misrepresentation of physical facts as to what a 
person could see from the Golden Gate. He said FROUGE 
explained that someone superimposed a picture of the develop- 
ment on a photograph of the general area which materially 
distorted the development and created strong public opposition. 

CARVER quickly recognized this to be a local matter 
for Marin C ounty, Californi a.

CARVER said FROUGE wanted a statement from the 
Department that the Government had no interest in making the 
area in which the development was to be located a national 
park. In a letter dated April 15, 1965, CARVER advised 
FROUGE that the Department was considering no proposal or 
plan under which any of the Marincello property would be 
acquired by the United States. CARVER said the Department 
had no interest in the land and this type of statement would 
have been made for any member of Congress. CARVER indicated 
however, that he doubts "any man on the street could have 
obtained such a statement" . 

CARVER said he knows nothing of an irregular nature 
about this matter. CARVER handled it because it -was sent to 
him from the Secretary's Office, CARVER does not believe he 
met or talked with DODD or any member of DODD's staff about 
this matter. 

CARVER was surprised when he read Columnist JACK A. 
ANDERSON'S column which indicated DODD acted as counsel for 
FROUGE rather than on behalf of a constituent.. CARVER 
said he handled the matter as a congressional inquiry and treated 
it as any other congressional inquiry. CARVER said there 
was nothing improper in the way the matter was handled at 
the particular time. 

In summary, CARVER said the Department in the final

Governor Brown said that California welcomes into its 
growth program such undertakings as Marincello, and that the 
State is anxious to do whatever is possible to encourage its 
satisfactory development. 

On the matter of access highways the Governor was 
informed that the improvement of the Rodeo Avenue interchange 
at Highway 101 and the approach road to Marincello would take 
quite some time. Therefore, we asked his help to obtain temporary 
access over existing roads on U.S. Government property from the 
Sausalito interchange to Marincello. The Highway and Parks 
people at the meeting agreed that • this was a matter for the Army 
and the Governor expressed his willingness to talk to the 
Commanding Officer of the Presidio relative thereto. Subsequently, 
a joint meeting was held with the Highway and Park Department' 
people and the]:3>aa|;ter on July 10, 1964 a letter of request was 
sent to the Commanding Officer. (Copy attached). A copy of this 
letter was also transmitted to the Governor *s office, (Copy of 
transmittal attached) ... 

Also discussed at this meeting was the problem of obtain^ji' 
a temporar)'' water supply to augment the insufficient on-site supply 
of water available for the first phase of development. The Governor

was informed that the Marin Municipal Water District now 
supplies Forts Barry and Cronkhite and that, since a majority 
of the buildings are now vacant, there is bound to be an unused 
capacity which could be assigned to Marincello use. The 
Governor agreed that such a plan seemed feasible. We asked 
that this matter also be taken up with the Commanding Officer. 
A survey is now being concluded to determine the amount of 
water available from this source. 

Regarding the progressive transfer of U.S. Government 
property from the'^Army to the State Department of Parks and 
Recreation, you made the following suggestion to the Governor 
which he received with great interest. Your thinking was that, 
if there was danger of losing any of these lands, now marked 
for permanent park usage, because of a shortage of Park Depart- 
ment funds, it might be worked out legally that a tax- increment 
could be assessed against improved Marincello properties as they 
are built, thereby assisting the Park Department funds to 
eliminate any such shortage.

-Opposition to his idea appears to be grov/lng from surrounding 
tovrns*, and it is not really understandable because- the land he 
is using is relatively in a lov; tax bracket and his "nev7 tovm" 
would certainly raise the tax.

Marine; llo has been conceived to preserve the-«?beauty of a marvelous piece o t land, 
shaped as a bowl and facing the Pacific Ocean. The consaunity will cover only about ' 
10 percent of the land, leaving the .rest tor park and recreation areas. 

Marincello will have some 25,000 residents when fully developed in 15 to 20 years, 
and areas are being set up for light industrial and co:rr:\s rcial areas so that many 
of' these people can work in Marincello as well as live there. This type of plan 

reduce Che nccd for cocnni'^ting as veil as'provide a corr^unity ■ that is tnore 
than just a bedroors area for isetropolitaa San Francisco. 

There are tax benefits to such a plan, and a report by professor Shennsn M.ai-sel 
of the School of Business Adsinistrat ion at the University of California, Berkley, 
estiraates that the plan, as proposed, will provide sozie $2,77 million in tax 
revenues xinnually to the county after all services such as schools, sewers, etc., 
are rendered. 

Opposition to Karincello has cose mainly from two groups. Con ser-.*at ionises who 
do not want to see any development near the Golden G^te, and sc:ie city councllaen 
and mayors in the s=all cities of Karin County who "Ride" the eiaorional groundswell 
of a f«w res'idents who do not want to see their cocssunity grow. 

Marin County, which now has 185,000 residents will probably have '^OOjOOO or more 
by 1935 when Marincello is cornpleted. This growth is aohorcnt to sorae county 
residents .who like to reisember the old days and like to live just the same.

A conservationist group calling itself "The Coarnittee to save the Oolden Gate** 
has,''" ub 1 i shed a paaphlet attacking M«Tincello and has attetnpted to use the mls- 
informaticn and innuendo in this publication to convince other conservationists 
to oppose the" project- 

The panphlet claisss Marincello will be "Above the Federal Forts." Its top elevation 
is 200 feet* BELPW the ridges in the fort area which is to beconie a state park. 

It claias y.arincelio will be "Blight on the famous Golden Gate." The project will be 
coCTletely hidden fro= Marin County, and will be visible only from the extreme North- 
west area of San Francisco. . \ ' : 

It clai.cs "this area should be resetted for park or Creenbe 1 1- - poss ibly with state 
or federal aid," Marincello Is to be built on land which has been privately owned 
for 300 years since the Spanish land grants, ; tt is adjacent to an area which is{. 
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planned to a ^O-squ^re-ntle stcce park. The county does not have the funds to 
buy the land for additional parks; the state division of beaches and parks has 
vritrea "Vfe ha.ve worked closely vith Harincello interests and are veil avare or 
their plans. While, ideally, so=e of cheir land would fit' into the park unit, 
ic does not scea practical for us to consider acquisition of the lands." The 
Federal Gcvarnscnt is giving up the ac^acent land, through the Arr;y, to the State 
for the 40- square-atle park and has never evinced interest ia Harincello,

The pa-phlet says "It was once a speculation article is the principal architectural 
Mnthly of the United States (A.Z.A. Journal, Decer.ber, 1962) proposing ^n atonic 
CTiplosion to alter the configuration of the hills and cre^ce an artificial bowl 
includins a carina, at the CroniVnite teach Site," then, later, the pamphlet says, 
"0'-:r analysis as.y be pissinistic. We know that there are ways of ceeting soz:a of 
~~cur objections. Ve co not believe that there is any way of ceeting tnes all, . 
and we believe nany of the remedies are worse than the disease, like the atomic ' 
proposal." varincello has never proposed using atomic explosion tc alter the 
convection of the hills, as intended. 

The pamphlet also uses a photo of Xarincello, upon which has been painted the 
cocsunity when ceripletcd.. 

This photo stretches the truth to th« breaking point and depicts. Macincello which 
will have -90% of Its land used for parks and recreatioa areas as. crowded as nid- 
tova K^nhattaa. " < , 

Sons other co=cnts by the operator of Harincello: '. "You c^H"*t .ttract industry 
to the area;" "You can't provide a variety of dwelling units at a variety of^c&sts;" 
'"Harincello will change the social position of Karin Couaty;" "If K-arlncello/^iV-- 
approved, it will opea the door to other planned co=unitie3," 

The City Council of Sausaiico, the closest city Co Harincello, has passed a resolution a 
asking the county planning co.T;:niss ion to reject "he Marlncello caster plan although 
Che plan has cot as yet been submitted. The resolution asks Chat pemissioa to 
reject s proposal before they have seea it. 7. 

Harincello will be an asset to. Marin Coutny asthetically, culturally and financially.
